City Attorney transmits draft ordinance in response to O'Farrell's original motion directing 24/7 access and maintenance 

of the facilities on north side of park 

ECHO PARK LAKE - Following the direction last month by Councilmember Mitch O'Farrell, the City Attorney has drafted 
an ordinance that will allow daily and nightly public access to the restroom facilities on the north side of Echo Park 
Lake. 

According to the original motion introduced by O'Farrell on January 24, the Echo Park area is facing urgent public 
health and safety issues due to an uptick in the need for restroom access. Councilmember O'Farrell moved quickly to 
temporarily amend the hours of accessibility to the restrooms, on the north side of the park only. 

"The overutilized restroom facilities on the north side of Echo Park Lake have endured a history of drug sales, 
prostitution, and vandalism in recent years," said Councilmember O'Farrell. "It is imperative that we maintain safe 
access to the restrooms for all park visitors. This is why I am currently funding a program that provides regularly 
serviced restrooms, seven days a week. This ordinance, once in place in the coming weeks, will also allow overnight 
secure access to the facilities for the benefit of the entire community." 

The 24/7 access will be part of a six month pilot program. The draft ordinance is pending before the Health, Education, 
Neighborhoods, Arts, Parks, and River Committee, and will then go to the full City Council for a vote. 

In addition to regular maintenance of the park facility, Councilmember O'Farrell is also taking action to provide 
enhanced services at the park for all users, including a mobile hygiene unit twice a week and safe parking in a nearby 
location.

O'FARRELL SEEKS TO EXPAND ROLL OUT OF REGULARLY SERVICED RESTROOMS AT ECHO PARK LAKE 

City Attorney transmits draft ordinance in response to O'Farretl's original motion directing 24/7 access and maintenance of 

the facilities on north side of park 

ECHO PARK LAKE - Following the direction last month by Councilmember Mitch O'Farrell, the City Attorney has drafted an 
ordinance that will allow daily and nightly public access to the restroom facilities on the north side of Echo Park Lake. 
According to the original motion introduced by O'Farrell on January 24, the Echo Park area is facing urgent public health 
and safety issues due to an uptick in the need for restroom access. Councilmember O'Farrell moved quickly to temporarily 
amend the hours of accessibility to the restrooms, on the north side of the park only. 

"The overutilized restroom facilities on the north side of Echo Park Lake have endured a history of drug sales, prostitution, 
and vandalism in recent years," said Councilmember O'Farrell. "It is imperative that we maintain safe access to the 
restrooms for all park visitors. This is why I am currently funding a program that provides regularly serviced restrooms, 
seven days a week. This ordinance, once in place in the coming weeks, will also allow overnight secure access to the 
facilities for the benefit of the entire community." 

The 24/7 access will be part of a six month pilot program. The draft ordinance is pending before the Health, Education, 
Neighborhoods, Arts, Parks, and River Committee, and will then go to the full City Council for a vote. 

In addition to regular maintenance of the park facility, Councilmember O'Farrell is also taking action to provide enhanced 
services at the park for all users, including a mobile hygiene unit twice a week and safe parking in a nearby location. For 
more information, please visit CD13.com . 

Those individuals at Echo Park Lake needing assistance with housing are urged to call our office at 213-207-3015. Callers 
will be asked to provide the name and number of their Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority case worker so that our 
staff can help expedite their housing needs.

Juan is out until Wed so I'll do my best in addressing your bullets. 


• Echo Park Lake. This particular one is interesting because it sort of exploded in numbers at the park after Thanksgiving. 
RAP staff (maintenance and Rangers) has conducted regularly scheduled maintenance days to ensure the grounds and the 
amenities (restrooms, lighting, etc) are well maintained, cleaned, and repaired as necessary. There has been heightened 
attention recently because of social media activism and protests of advocates at the park and at our district office who find the 
maintenance days disruptive to those experiencing homelessness. There have been news media outlets who have also covered 
this. It has waned in the last few weeks. As I mentioned last week, we really have approached this issue comprehensively 
based upon the needs we were addressing: we have a Safe Parking site in Echo Park, Laundry of Love, a Sanitation Mobile 
Hygiene Unit (2x a week), LAHSA/TPC outreach services, and HCID will be releasing the REP in a few months for the 
supportive/affordable housing project on Glendale Blvd. The missing pieces that are needed now with this recent shift in 
service needs are storage and shelter. 

• Due to the LAHSA ratio of individuals to restrooms being 15:1, we would be limited to 30 beds on the sanctuary level (2 
single gender restrooms). Don't know how rigid that rule is but that was our understanding when we left our meeting last 
Thursday. 

• The storage container eta depends on funds available to hire Chrysalis. We are assessing what the security needs (24-hour 
vs. hours of operations only) would be at the site we are looking at: DOT Lot 676 on Glendale Blvd (behind Echo Plcx). 

• I am happy to start on the motion for St. Paul’s but I would like to wait until Melissa McCarthy meets with CM Ccdillo's 
office this week to let them know about their plans for the overnight shelter. Also, I’d like to introduce a motion for both sites 
if that is possible. St. Paul’s is committing to a 8-week commitment (I think the church was traumatized by past experiences). 
In that time of operation, I hope we can have everything on deck for the United Methodist Church to begin operations. If CAO 
or CLA can get the building blocks (Including mention of First to Serve as provider) of a motion ready, that would be most 
helpful! 

• I agree that those who are sleeping at the park are truly homeless. And I don't doubt that these folks could benefit from an 
overnight shelter in the area. You're right that they feel empowered to stay at the park when they know there are no beds for 
them nearby. Hopefully they will choose to take advantage of the shelter once we have the storage up and running. And I 
sincerely hope they are on their way to housing soon. 

Hope this helps. Let's chat tomorrow. I have some follow-up questions from St. Paul's.

• When the Mayor met with Supervisor Solis this morning, the encampment at Echo Park came up. 
We have been asked to provide an update on efforts at the Park to her office's Homeless Deputy, 
Judith Vasquez. I wanted to make sure I kept you in that loop. Do you have any feedback on me 
sharing the update? 

• When visiting St. Paul's with LAFD this morning, we got approval to sleep 70 people in the 
Sanctuary. What is the number that you and the church would like? 40? 50? 

• When is the storage expected to open? Where exactly is it located? There are people in the Echo 
Park area who will be more likely to take an interim bed if they have a place to put their 
belongings. 

• When are you hoping to put in the motion and get the money moving? We need to confirm the 
budget ask with LAHSA, and we want to make sure that First to Serve is named as tire provider 
(and contracting gets moving at LAHSA!). 

• I conducted outreach this morning in the park with The People Concern. I met many people 
sleeping in the park. They are homeless. They are not activists, but they have certainly been 
inaccurately empowered to take a stand in the park by the activists. They are people getting IDs, 
people matched to permanent supportive housing, people connected to DMH, people actively 
working toward housing with the outreach teams.

If the 
parking blocks and meters were removed at the DOT lot on Glendale Blvd there would be just 
enough room to have them 3 wide in two sections. With the doors facing each other, there should 
be room for 2 parking spaces on one end. A total of (32) 65-gallon storage bins can be placed inside 
each conex box with 2 rows of 16.

Dear Mr. O’ Farrell, 

We, the unhoused residents of Echo Park Lake, are coming to you as your constituents, and fellow human beings to express our fear, grief, 





and anger in regards to the severe harassment and persecution we have felt at the hands of law enforcement and city employees 
over the past three months. We have built a community at this lake that is now made up of more than 60 people, and we are facing 
the threat of eviction and being displaced from our community, the family we have built here every single day, and we are 
devastated. 

We are appealing to you today because we are hoping that as our council member, you will stand by us and work WITH us to develop a 

solution. We need you to hear us, and we would like to share our stories with you. We care about this lake, we want to HELP keep it 
clean — the fact that we do not have homes does not mean that we are dirty, dangerous, drug users, or unemployed (many of us 
have lived and worked in CD13 for over a decade). We hope you understand what this lake means to us— this has become our 
home in what is one of the darkest times of most of our lives. Having camaraderie and connection to those who care about us 
(which is what we have here) is an integral part of our future success. 

We did not end up unhoused by choice, nor do we desire to stay on the streets forever. At this point there is no viable option for shelter within, 
or near CD13 for all of us. Many of us have tried to enter the shelter system elsewhere, and do not feel safe or comfortable 
returning to those places. Many of us have section 8 vouchers, many of us are on 2-3 year long waiting lists for programs that would 
lead to permanent supportive housing. But what we need and what we desire is to create a solution within this city council district, 
our home. 

Mr. O’Farrell, we understand your job is difficult. We understand that a small amount of housed residents in our area and some park goers 
have lodged complaints against us — largely because they do not know us personally, and do not understand our situation. We 
hope you can be our champion in pioneering a solution. We would like to present a motion that would allow us to remain in the park 
until we are able to find stable, permanent supportive housing. Before you answer, or take any action against us, please come and 
meet our community and discuss this matter with us first. 

If we are allowed to stay at Echo Park Lake, we would like to establish a community contract with you, and our housed neighbors in regard to 
our residency in the park. 

On our end, we pledge to: 


1. Keep the park clean. We would be happy to help the rangers in maintaining the beauty of this space, we will be drafting 
a proposed residential volunteer job summary (i.e. trash collection, gardening, sweeping, beautification projects, 
maintenance, bathroom cleaning etc.) that we would each agree to be a part of to ensure that our residency does not 
detract from the beauty of the park 

2. Be respectful to our neighbors and community 

3. We will be compliant with cleanups that are in line with the demands of the Services Not Sweeps coalition. 

In return for being able to stay at Echo Park lake until we each have a housing plan in place, we ask that neighbors, law 
enforcement, park employees and park goers do the following: 


1. Not gawk at us and film us as if we were in a freak show 


2. Not pollute our living space or the environment of the park 

3. Not harass and criminalize us, but accept us as members of the community 

4. Not intimidate us with late night police raids 

5. No more frequent and unpredictable “clean ups” 

As it stands, we are being told that if we do not vacate this park by this evening each of us will be cited. We do not wish to be 
unlawful, nor can we afford the fines that would be issued to us. We hope to come to a more holistic solution or agree to have 
longer discussion about this before that takes place. We hope to hear from you soon.

Dear IVir. O’Farrell, 

My name is Jordan Tanner and I currently live in the unhoused community at Echo Park Lake. I have been unhoused for several months. I 
used to stay at a shelter called Athens, but one day they kicked everyone out and told us to go to Echo Park Lake. 

The community at Echo Park Lake is important to me because everyone else here is facing the same situation, and we all stick together and 
support each other as a community. 

Dear Mr. O’Farrell, 

My name is Jasmine Martinez, and I am currently an unhoused resident of Echo Park Lake. I have been here for a few months now. Shelters 
are not a solution and all of them become occupied quickly. There needs to be more permanent affordable housing. Fortunately for 
me I have a Section 8 voucher and am waiting for an apartment, but the landlords are very selective. 

Being here with the Echo Park community has had a positive effect on my life. It relieves the stress that I had trying to go through temporary 
shelter programs. 

Dear Mr. O’Farrell, 

My name is Lloyd Edward, and I currently reside in the unhoused community at Echo Park Lake. I’ve been on the streets of LA for two years. 

I’ve been trying to get housing for a very long time, and have applied for housing through the non profit People’s Concern. I’ve taken 
responsible steps to get proper housing and I am still waiting. I also have a sleep disorder, and need an electric outlet for a CPAT 
machine that helps me with this disorder. I have tried shelters but most have no beds available and others only let you stay for a 
week before kicking you out. 

I feel comfortable at Echo Park Lake and with the community we have here. We don’t do dangerous drugs like meth or heroin. We get along 
with everyone in the community, we don’t harass anyone, kids feel safe, adults feel safe, and I feel safe here. What else am I 
supposed to do while I wait for housing? 

When rangers and cops come here to harass and try to kick us out of here it really feels heartless and like a cheap short cut, not a real 
solution. 

Dear Mr. O’Farrell, 

My name is Bobby Ganey, and I live at Echo Park Lake. I became unhoused after a motorcycle accident five years ago, and have been 

fighting to get housing back ever since. I keep running into roadblocks. My plan is to get permanent housing. I don’t do drugs, and I 
dont smoke or drink. I have tried shelters but they are insecure and people have stolen my things there. I have been approved for 
housing and am on a wait list. Being displaced from Echo Park Lake would be a real set back for me as I continue to wait for 
housing.

1. Who are we hearing from regarding the situation at the lake? 

We are hearing concerns from every side of this issue — from those who want a clean, safe, and accessible park, to the 
activists who are challenging park rules per the city charter. 

2. Are the measures being taken at the lake in response to the protestors? 

Our office has been working over the last several months to explore the possibility of establishing permanent supportive 
housing on Glendale; open the first safe parking site in Echo Park; and utilize mobile hygiene units in the area. 

The scheduled maintenance days are taking place not in response to the protests, but in response to the maintenance and 
repairs that need to be made in this part of the park to ensure the safety and cleanliness for all users. 

3. Has the Councilmember responded to tire letter from the individuals at the lake? 

Yes, and we requested that those individuals at Echo Park Lake needing assistance with housing are urged to call our office 
at 213-207-3015. Callers will be asked to provide the name and number of the Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority 
case worker so that our staff can help expedite their housing needs.

PLEASE do what the people that voted you in are asking for and they keep illegal squatters at Echo Park: Lake l am writing to 
express my extreme concern with the health and safety situation with people sleeping in the Echo Park lake park. I am an Echo 
Park resident and am now no longer .able to utilize my public park. We were so happy when our hard earned tax money went to 
beautifying our public green space. We finally had a safe park in our neighborhood for our kids to play and enjoy public 
recreation. What has happened over the past several months is devastating. My children are not only terrified to visit the park but 
even driving by has become a scary situation. We have witnessed several members of this group smoking and taking drugs, 
having sexual activity in the public.bathrooms, urinating and defecating within the grass and lake, yelling expletive language at 
young children, having their dogs off leash and terrifying those who attempt to enter that portion of the park. Not only is this 
devastating because we are now blocked from using a public facility that our tax money pays for but our concern is that this has 
created a very real health and safety situation. The lake and grass surrounding the lake is now contaminated with human urine 
and feces, drug paraphernalia etc. i’m not sure how the city is going to react when either a child or other person contracts 
bacteria or a virus from this situation, steps on drug paraphernalia, or has a physically harmful encounter with one of these 
people or their dogs. I would think that this is a very concerning situation, or something the city should be very concerned about 
via a liability standpoint. Not to mention, the multiple laws that are being broken, camping in the park, drugs in public, alcohol in 
public, nudity in public, urinating and defecating in public, all of these things are illegal and none of this is being addressed. If the 
city refuses to uphold these laws and protect its residents from the very real health and safety catastrophe that is currently 
brewing at the Echo Park Lake we as residents have no choice but to move from our beautiful neighborhood and Echo Park. 
Should these laws not be enforced and something horrible happened, because.of it, illness, physical altercations, an injured 
person or child this would be completely on the city for not enforcing the laws that are put in place to keep us all safe. I 
understand that this group has activists working on their behalf but this park is for all Echo Park residence not for a select few. 
The catastrophe that could result from the situation is a far greater risk, than moving this group of people and enforcing our 
current laws that keep us all, including them, safe. We have two neighbors that have moved out of Echo Park and into Pasadena 
in the last three months because of this horrible problem. If our local representatives will not enforce the laws to keep us safe we 
have no other choice but to move to an area where our local representatives will keep us safe. We are terrified to live in our own 
neighborhood, to visit or even walk by our own local park. The fact that the city has done nothing about this is again devastating. 
Please enforce our laws that are already.in place to keep us safe and healthy. Our children deserve to have a park where they 
can feel safe not worry that they will be physically and verbally attacked or parents to have to worry about what diseases they’re 
going to pick up from simply walking on the grass, I have an immense amount of compassion for the homeless population in our 
city and have learned to deal with the gentle balance of having them within our neighborhood but being completely restricted 
from using our local park because it has been overrun is simply not fair. Our local representatives are putting its residence in a 
very dangerous situation by not enforcing our current laws. These illegal acts are taking place within 20 FEET of the children’s 
play structure! The liability alone is HUGE. By not acting out local.officials are actively risking the health and well being of our 
children and should be on notice that we have requested enforcement of the law. Our local representatives are extremely aware 
of the problem and again, should something horrible take place because these laws are not being enforced, the city would be 
liable. I would think this alone would expedite the evacuation of the campers at the park. I would also be interested to see the 
results of bacteria testing in the lake waters and the grass surrounding this area. The bacteria levels must be off the charts and 
should need to be disinfected. We have had a huge upswing in illness in the neighborhood. It would be interesting to see if the 
bacteria being produced from this health emergency is connected. Please do your job as our local representative and put an end 
to this health and safety emergency.

Good morning Officer Solorio, 


Last Friday around 1:00 pm, Bob from homeless encampment moved a tent to Parkview's corner parkway on Glendale/Montrose. He 
had tape measure and, and has come across the street several time last week to measure parkway/ sidewalk. The following is the 
account: 


Anthony confronted Bob by asking him to remove tent from property. Fie then became hostile with Anthony and other 
Dominque. A few minutes later the security guard came for rounds and attempted to get Bob to move belongings, he refused 
and became hostile to guard. Police were called and responded in twenty-minutes. Anthony, security guard, and I met with 
police on the comer. Bob goes into foul-mouthed rage on us, spit on female police officer and then he is cuffed. Officer 
Solorio was not with us, he was called, but off on Friday. LAPD backed down from a full sweep as promised last Friday. 
(About ten blue tents remain with homeless activists sympathetically milking media outlets stating, "Echo Park is our park 
and we will not go!") Two officer's stated that they would not make man remove tent or belongings, because they were 
afraid doing so would cause them to lose their jobs. 


Sgt. Kim showed up and was hesitant to do anything. Bob threaten to “kick my ass" and called a female resident a "fxxxing bitch and 
was going to kick her ass." Bob as also shouting, "you want war, we will give you war." Sgt. Kim's response was to contact CD13 and 





place a fence around property, and could do nothing about threats. Not the answer the answers needed ! We would have hoped 
LAPD/Citv wouldn’t allow an encampment to be established on parkway, at the front door of a senior living center per the 
assurances given in the community meeting on Jan 23 -. 


While Bob was cuffed, he was shouting how Solorio was his hero and understands. While you are trying to mediate between both 
sides. You need to encourage lawbreakers to tone it down. These tent activists in the NE corner of park have increasingly become 
more vocal by cursing and harassing tenants while they are on their balconies. This needs to stop! Residents are fearful to even go out 
or walk outside! 


WE have not gone to the media as Mitch's suggested. WE have tried to keep low-key. However, contacting media remains on the 
table with a full orchestrated blitz that will show a different story. A story of how seniors, cancer patients, and wounded veterans lives 
and health are being threaten by lawbreakers. 


1 would appreciate a call so we could discuss further LAPD's appropriate course of action.

Here are some updates from our recent efforts at Echo Park Lake. 


Since your request, we have made four visits to Echo Park Lake. This includes two visits today, one in the morning and 
one in the afternoon to make sure we physically spoke with as many individuals staying in the park as possible. Last week 
we spoke with 27 individuals. This morning we spoke with 11 individuals, and this afternoon a different team spoke with 
19 individuals. 


All individuals were informed of the service day operation scheduled for tomorrow. Food and water was distributed. 
Shelter options were discussed, with a focus on Winter Shelters for immediate placements and options for longer-term 
interim housing options. 


We learned last week that one of our clients from Echo Park just moved out of Los Angeles to stay with family members. 
We were processing a family reunification request for this individual, but her family stepped up and paid for this move 
before we completed the LAHSA process. 





We have eleven clients in the park that our teams have engaged and have history of actively supporting their housing plans. 
However, as we informed folks about the planned service day operations, we did encounter barriers to engagement. Many 
individuals declined to discuss interim housing referrals or other services with us. Several individuals stated that they 
were aware of the operation planned for tomorrow, expressed frustration at our participation in the notification, and 
showed skepticism about our intents and motives to connect them with services.

We will have our CARE13 team there to support tomorrow’s operation, but J have been unable to identify a second team 
that is available to join them. I might be able to send a second team later in the morning tomorrow.

Dear Mr. O’ Farrell, 


We, the unhoused residents of Echo Park Lake, are coming to you as your constituents, and fellow human 
beings to express our fear, grief, and anger in regards to the severe harassment and persecution we have felt 
at the hands of law enforcement and city employees over the past three months. We have built a community at 
this lake that is now made up of more than 60 people, and we are facing the threat of eviction and being 
displaced from our community, the family we have built here every single day, and we are devastated. 


We are appealing to you today because we are hoping that as our council member, you will stand by us and 
work WITH us to develop a solution. We need you to hear us, and we would like to share our stories with you. 
We care about this lake, we want to HELP keep it clean — the fact that we do not have homes does not mean 
that we are dirty, dangerous, drug users, or unemployed (many of us have lived and worked in CD13 for over a 
decade). We hope you understand what this lake means to us— this has become our home in what is one of 
the darkest times of most of our lives. Having camaraderie and connection to those who care about us (which 
is what we have here) is an integral part of our future success. 


We did not end up unhoused by choice, nor do we desire to stay on the streets forever. At this point there is no 
viable option for shelter within, or near CD 13 for all of us. Many of us have tried to enter the shelter system 
elsewhere, and do not feel safe or comfortable returning to those places. Many of us have section 8 vouchers, 
many of us are on 2-3 year long waiting lists for programs that would lead to permanent supportive housing. 

But what we need and what we desire is to create a solution within this city council district, our home. 

Mr. O’Farrell, we understand your job is difficult. We understand that a small amount of housed residents in our 
area and some park goers have lodged complaints against us — largely because they do not know us 
personally, and do not understand our situation. We hope you can be our champion in pioneering a solution. 



We would like to present a motion that would allow us to remain in the park until we are able to find stable, 
permanent supportive housing. Before you answer, or take any action against us, please come and meet our 
community and discuss this matter with us first. 

If we are allowed to stay at Echo Park Lake, we would like to establish a community contract with you, and our 
housed neighbors in regard to our residency in the park. 

On our end, we pledge to: 


1. Keep the park clean. We would be happy to help the rangers in maintaining the beauty of this space, 
we will be drafting a proposed residential volunteer job summary (i.e. trash collection, gardening, 
sweeping, beautification projects, maintenance, bathroom cleaning etc.) that we would each agree to be 
a part of to ensure that our residency does not detract from the beauty of the park 


2. Be respectful to our neighbors and community 


3. We will be compliant with cleanups that are in line with the demands of the Services Not Sweeps 
coalition. 


In return for being able to stay at Echo Park lake until we each have a housing plan in place, we ask that 
neighbors, law enforcement, park employees and park goers do the following: 


1. Not gawk at us and film us as if we were in a freak show 


2. Not pollute our living space or the environment of the park 


3. Not harass and criminalize us, but accept us as members of the community 


4. Not intimidate us with late night police raids 


5. No more frequent and unpredictable “clean ups" 


As it stands, we are being told that if we do not vacate this park by this evening each of us will be cited. We do 
not wish to be unlawful, nor can we afford the fines that would be issued to us. We hope to come to a more 
holistic solution or agree to have longer discussion about this before that takes place. We hope to hear from 



you soon.

Dear Mayor Garcetti, Council President Martinez, and Others, 

We’re writing to you out of a concern for the integrity of LAHSA’s annual Greater Los Angeles Homeless Count, 
scheduled to run from January 21st through January 23rd. In the past week, there have been several major 
sweeps at large homeless encampments in several districts. With just over a week before the count is set to 
begin, these enforcement actions create additional problems above and beyond their typical damaging impact on 
the lives of homeless individuals. Specifically, sweeps requested by local politicians are creating potential 
problems for the integrity and political neutrality of the count. This is not just an issue heading towards the larger 
count; LAHSA’s demographic survey is currently underway, meaning that encampment sweeps are already 
undermining this research. 


In the interest of maintaining the accuracy and integrity of the Greater Los Angeles Homeless Count, we demand 





a moratorium on enforcement actions aimed at clearing camps or confiscating property. Any sweeps between 
now and the conclusion of surveying activities necessarily disrupt the accuracy of the count. Moreover, the 
involvement of individual council offices in determining the locations and extent of LAPD/LASAN encampment 
enforcement creates a conflict of interest for Councilmembers, calling into question the motivations for ordering 
these cleanup operations. 

Recently, emails became public showing that several councilmembers are pushing the Department of Sanitation 
to take a more aggressive enforcement posture during encampment cleanups, aimed at removing property and 
enforcing tent rules. When paired with last week’s action in the Sepulveda Basin, which displaced at least 100 
homeless residents, and today’s Echo Park Lake operation displacing 60 people, Ktown for All is deeply 
concerned that LA’s City Council is using strategically timed and targeted encampment cleanups to alter the 
homeless count by reducing the number of homeless people in their districts temporarily. 

This is not a new concern. In 2019, on the same day as the homeless count, a sweep was conducted at the 
largest encampment in Koreatown near 4th Street and Shatto Place. This cleanup led to the confiscation of at 
least five tents and the displacement of several residents. Given the location of this encampment just blocks from 
the border between CD 13 and CD 10, the result was to push people from one district into another. Whether or not 
these actions prior to the count are politically driven or not, the proximity to the count creates the perception that 
City Councilmembers are attempting to game the homeless count estimates to improve perceptions of their 
performance in office. 

Heidi Marston, Acting Director of LAHSA, was recently quoted in an ABC7 story on the Homeless Count, noting 
“homelessness is dynamic and it changes day over day, year over year, so doing this count helps us see who 
are the people that are experiencing homelessness, how have their needs changed year over year so we can 
make sure we’re aligning our resources to best address those needs.” The integrity of the count is a crucial part 
of planning homeless services for the following year, and for tracking changes over time. The purpose of the 
homeless count is to provide accurate figures for local, state, and federal planning, which justifies the $1.5 million 
taxpayers spend conducting the count each year. When cleanups in the immediate run up to the count 
significantly alter the makeup of existing encampments, it creates questions about the accuracy of the numbers 
generated, undermining this expensive and important program. 

We do not want to see services like mobile bathroom provisions and trash pickups disrupted. These do not 
create problems for the count, and do in fact address concerns raised by both housed and unhoused residents of 
Los Angeles. However, sweeps at this time are inappropriate and disruptive. 

As the city’s leaders on homelessness, it falls on you to ensure the integrity of the Greater Los Angeles 
Homeless Count. We implore you to cancel planned sweeps in the run up to this event, so that Los Angeles can 
have the most accurate possible understanding of our city’s greatest problem.

URGENT: 60+ of our unhoused neighbors residing at Echo Park Lake will be evicted tomorrow beginning at 
7AM. WE NEED YOUR HELP! 

There are approximately 30 tents currently providing shelter for unhoused residents of CD13 around Echo Park 

Lake. My team has been visiting this location since Mid-November, and have gotten to know nearly all of the 

60+ people who are residing there. 

Last week, residents living around the lake made aware that beginning on Monday, January 13th al. 7AM the 

Department of Parks and Recreation would be evicting everyone from the park — residents are being ordered 
to gather all of their belongings and vacate the premises entirely for a week. 

Per the written notice posted by park personnel, residents must remain out of the park from the height of the 




operation on Monday (1/13), and will not be allowed to return until after 7PM on Friday (1/17). This is not an 
LA sanitation operation, it is solely Parks and Rec, and potentially LAPD. 

A source within the Departments of Parks and Recreation notified outreach workers that enforcement of L.A.M.C 
63.44 - which prohibits residents from pitching tents in parks (structures with more than 2 sides), and from 
being on park grounds from 10:30PM and 5 AM - would be in full effect both during and after the week of the 
13th. 

The supervisor of the park rangers at Echo Park informed us that due to community complaints, he would be 

working with his team, PD, and Mitch O'Farrell's office to ensure that these "destructive, drug using vandals" 
would not be able to set foot in the park. He said his team would be ensuring that no one was pitching tents 
on park grounds, enforcing a strict 10PM curfew, and immediately "tearing down and throwing away tents, 
regardless of die situation." He also noted that," this is a parks and rec operation, so there is nothing that 
LAHSA or the UHRC can do about it once CD13 approves." 

As previously noted, on our last count were around 30 tents at Echo Park lake, and upwards of 60 residents there. If 
all of these folks are displaced from Echo Park lake, there will be 60+ people scattered throughout CD 13 
without a safe haven or community to feel safe in. This operation and enforcement is going to destroy 
people's lives. We will NOT stand for it. 

I believe there needs to be a plan put in place to ensure these folks have an option to get indoors if they so choose, 
otherwise they will simply be homeless elsewhere. Here are some possible solutions: 

1. Open a winter shelter in CD13 (with the intention of opening a more permanent ABH site) - with such a high 

concentration of unhoused residents living in one area, it would make sense to open an ACCESSIBLE winter 
shelter for these folks to take refuge in 

2. Let residents stay in Echo Park - There are not enough shelter beds or housing opportunities in Los Angeles, 

period. Until there are enough housing opportunities for everyone who is seeking shelter, it does not make 
any sense to DISPLACE A COMMUNITY where they feel safe, know their neighbors, offer support to one 
another, and have access to basic survival needs (i.e. restrooms [which are now being locked by parks and 
rec] and showers 

3. Provide Transportation from Echo Park to a Winter Shelter and back - At BARE MINIMUM, adding a pick¬ 

up location for these residents to get to a winter shelter, and back to tire Echo Park area every morning would 
be effective as a short term solution. There are NO winter shelters in this vicinity, so transportation to a 
winter site to only be able to stay there from 5PM- 7AM with no way to get back to the area these residents 
are living and working in would not work. 

If anyone else has thoughts/ suggestions please let us know. 

As far as actions for tomorrow, 1/13 , we would love to see as many community residents come out and offer support 
to our unhoused neighbors being evicted. Things you can do leading up to, and during the mass eviction: 

Before the eviction: 

1. Spread the word to as many friends, family members, and colleagues as possible. #stopevictioninechopark 

2. Tf you have press contacts, reach out and inform them of the situation 

3. If you are planning to attend in solidarity, creating signs in support to protest this grotesque operation would be 

AWESOME! 

4. Become familiar with L.A.M.C pertaining to this eviction, as well as the rights of our unhoused brothers and

During the Eviction 


1. Come, record everything that is happening during the operation 

2. Know what we are demanding from our city workers and elected officials: 

—> We demand that no evictions take place until enough shelter/housing is provided within CD13 for our unhoused 
brothers and sisters. It is unethical to forcefully displace 60 residents with no alternative place to go. 

3. Call Mitch O' Farrell's Office!!! - Let he and his staff know that their treatment of our unhoused population will 

not stand any longer. We will protest loudly, and endlessly until the needs of our fellow humans are met. We 
NEED MORE HOUSING. WE NEED MORE SHELTER FOR THE UNHOUSED. We DO NOT NEED the 
numerous luxury condos and hotels that are being built all over CD13. We need to take care of those who are 
the most vulnerable. Save the unhoused residents of Echo Park. 

**NOTE** Several of our unhoused brothers and sisters have already been very adamant about standing their 

ground, and are willing to risk arrest. Having as many community members there to support them would be 
incredible.

I'm sorry for the delayed response. BOE reports that the the site is substantially steep, the grade 
is at about 33%, this would require a substantial amount of grading and ramping for 
accessibility, so it's not feasible site for housing in a membrane structure or trailers. The area is 
also in a Hillside Grading Zone which means that a 15' setback from all hillsides would be 
required. Based on this, BOE estimates that the useable area of the site is 50'x60’, or 3,000 s.f. 
As such, we don't recommend pursuing this site for a facility. There's just not enough room.

Good Evening, 

We hope this email finds you all well. As requested, attached is a proposed start-up budget and two on-going operating budgets for 
a Voluntary Storage site in CD 13. The first includes security coverage just during operating hours, the second includes 24-hour 
security for all seven days. Both of these on-going budgets are based on July 1, 2020- June 30, 2021 labor rates. For the 
subsequent years of this proposed contract, we anticipate some slight increases in labor rates (dependent on wage increases) 
though few changes otherwise. 

In addition, as you mentioned on the call, here is some additional information: 

• During the days that we are open, we do not stop operations for lunch time. That's why we have the "Lead" role, as you 
will see listed for 5 hours per week. It is essentially an assistant supervisor that covers operations while the Supervisor is at 
lunch. This position is held by one of the Runners, who gets the slightly higher rate for that one hour per day. 

• This budget mirrors our El Pueblo schedule, just as we mentioned on the phone, which is open Monday through Friday for 
9 hours per day. The two other Bin locations with full warehouses of storage bins, are also open on Saturdays from 8am- 
lpm. We are happy to work any days of the week, dependent on your desire and budget.

Hi Amy: 

Juan is out until Wed so I'll do my best in addressing your bullets. 

• Echo Park Lake. This particular one is interesting because it sort of exploded in numbers at the park after Thanksgiving. RAP staff (maintenance 
and Rangers) has conducted regularly scheduled maintenance days to ensure the grounds and the amenities (restrooms, lighting, etc) are well 
maintained, cleaned, and repaired as necessary. There has been heightened attention recently because of social media activism and protests of 
advocates at the park and at our district office who find the maintenance days disruptive to those experiencing homelessness. There have been news 
media outlets who have also covered this. It has waned in the last few weeks. As I mentioned last week, we really have approached this issue 
comprehensively based upon the needs we were addressing: we have a Safe Parking site in Echo Park, Laundry of Love, a Sanitation Mobile 
Hygiene Unit (2x a week), LAHSA/TPC outreach services, and HCID will be releasing the RFP in a few months for the supportive/affordable 
housing project on Glendale Blvd. The missing pieces that are needed now with this recent shift in service needs are storage and shelter. 

• Due to the LAHSA ratio of individuals to restrooms being 15:1, we would be limited to 30 beds on the sanctuary level (2 single gender 
restrooms). Don't know how rigid that rule is but that was our understanding when we left our meeting last Thursday. 

• The storage container eta depends on funds available to hire Chrysalis. We are assessing what the security needs (24-hour vs. hours of operations 
only) would be at the site we are looking at: DOT Lot 676 on Glendale Blvd (behind Echo Plex). 

• I am happy to start on the motion for St. Paul's but I would like to wait until Melissa McCarthy meets with CM Cedillo's office this week to let 
them know about their plans for the overnight shelter. Also, I'd like to introduce a motion for both sites if that is possible. St. Paul's is committing to 
a 8-week commitment (I think the church was traumatized by past experiences). In that tune of operation, I hope we can have everything on deck for 
the LInited Methodist Church to begin operations. If CAO or CLA can get the building blocks (Including mention of First to Serve as provider) of a 
motion ready, that would be most helpful! 

• I agree that those who are sleeping at the park are truly homeless. And I don't doubt that these folks could benefit from an overnight shelter in the 
area. You’re right that they feel empowered to stay at the park when they know there are no beds for them nearby. Hopefully they will choose to take 
advantage of the shelter once we have the storage up and running. And I sincerely hope they are on their way to housing soon. 

Hope this helps. Let's chat tomorrow. I have some follow-up questions from St. Paul's.

• When the Mayor met with Supervisor Solis this morning, the encampment at Echo Park came up. We have been 
asked to provide an update on efforts at the Park to her office's Homeless Deputy, Judith Vasquez. I wanted to 
make sure I kept you in that loop. Do you have any feedback on me sharing the update? 

• When visiting St. Paul's with LAFD this morning, we got approval to sleep 70 people in the Sanctuary. What is 
the number that you and the church would like? 40? 50? 

• When is the storage expected to open? Where exactly is it located? There are people in the Echo Park area who 
will be more likely to take an interim bed if they have a place to put their belongings.

• Echo Park Lake. This particular one is interesting because it sort of exploded in numbers at the park after Thanksgiving. RAP staff 
(maintenance and Rangers) has conducted regularly scheduled maintenance days to ensure the grounds and the amenities (restrooms, lighting, 
etc) are well maintained, cleaned, and repaired as necessary. There has been heightened attention recently because of social media activism 
and protests of advocates at the park and at our district office who find the maintenance days disruptive to those experiencing homelessness. 
There have been news media outlets who have also covered this. It has waned in the last few weeks. As I mentioned last week, we really have 
approached this issue comprehensively based upon the needs we were addressing: we have a Safe Parking site in Echo Park, Laundry of Love, 
a Sanitation Mobile Hygiene Unit (2x a week), LAHSA/TPC outreach services, and HCID will be releasing the RFP in a few months for the 
supportive/affordable housing project on Glendale Blvd. The missing pieces that are needed now with this recent shift in service needs are 
storage and shelter. 

• Due to the LAHSA ratio of individuals to restrooms being 15:1, we would be limited to 30 beds on the sanctuary level (2 single gender 



on how much we'll need to operate at the church as well as what funds we 
to keep the contract going with the provider for at least 6 months so that we 






restrooms). Don't know how rigid that rale is but that was our understanding when we left our meeting last Thursday. 

• The storage container eta depends on funds available to hire Chrysalis. We are assessing what the security needs (24-hour vs. hours of 
operations only) would be at the site we are looking at: DOT Lot 676 on Glendale Blvd (behind Echo Plex). 

• I am happy to start on the motion for St. Paul's but I would like to wait until Melissa McCarthy meets with CM Cedillo's office this week to 
let them know about their plans for the overnight shelter. Also, I'd like to introduce a motion for both sites if that is possible. St. Paul's is 
committing to a 8-week commitment (I think the church was traumatized by past experiences). In that time of operation, I hope we can have 
everything on deck for the United Methodist Church to begin operations. If CAO or CLA can get the building blocks (Including mention of 
First to Serve as provider) of a motion ready, that would be most helpful!

Hello — we are sending this letter on behalf of the residents of Echo Park Lake.

Dear Mr. O’ Farrell, 

We, the unhoused residents of Echo Park Lake, are coming to you as your constituents, and fellow human 
beings to express our fear, grief, and anger in regards to the severe harassment and persecution we have felt at 
the hands of law enforcement and city employees over the past three months. We have built a community at this 
lake that is now made up of more than 60 people, and we are facing the threat of eviction and being displaced 
from our community, the family we have built here every single day, and we are devastated. 

We are appealing to you today because we are hoping that as our council member, you will stand by us and 
work WITH us to develop a solution. We need you to hear us, and we would like to share our stories with you. 

We care about this lake, we want to HELP keep it clean — the fact that we do not have homes does not mean 
that we are dirty, dangerous, drug users, or unemployed (many of us have lived and worked in CD13 for over a 
decade). We hope you understand what this lake means to us— this has become our home in what is one of the 
darkest times of most of our lives. Having camaraderie and connection to those who care about us (which is what 
we have here) is an integral part of our future success. 

We did not end up unhoused by choice, nor do we desire to stay on the streets forever. At this point there is no 
viable option for shelter within, or near CD13 for all of us. Many of us have tried to enter the shelter system 
elsewhere, and do not feel safe or comfortable returning to those places. Many of us have section 8 vouchers, 
many of us are on 2-3 year long waiting lists for programs that would lead to permanent supportive housing. But 
what we need and what we desire is to create a solution within this city council district, our home. 

Mr. O’Farrell, we understand your job is difficult. We understand that a small amount of housed residents in our 
area and some park goers have lodged complaints against us — largely because they do not know us 
personally, and do not understand our situation. We hope you can be our champion in pioneering a solution. We 
would like to present a motion that would allow us to remain in the park until we are able to find stable, 
permanent supportive housing. Before you answer, or take any action against us, please come and meet our 
community and discuss this matter with us first. 

If we are allowed to stay at Echo Park Lake, we would like to establish a community contract with you, and our 
housed neighbors in regard to our residency in the park. 

On our end, we pledge to: 


1. Keep the park clean. We would be happy to help the rangers in maintaining the beauty of this space, 
we will be drafting a proposed residential volunteer job summary (i.e. trash collection, gardening, 
sweeping, beautification projects, maintenance, bathroom cleaning etc.) that we would each agree to be 





a part of to ensure that our residency does not detract from the beauty of the park 


2. Be respectful to our neighbors and community 

3. We will be compliant with cleanups that are in line with the demands of the Services Not Sweeps 
coalition. 

In return for being able to stay at Echo Park lake until we each have a housing plan in place, we ask that 
neighbors, law enforcement, park employees and park goers do the following: 

1. Not gawk at us and film us as if we were in a freak show 


2. Not pollute our living space or the environment of the park 


3. Not harass and criminalize us, but accept us as members of the community 


4. Not intimidate us with late night police raids 


5. No more frequent and unpredictable “clean ups” 

As it stands, we are being told that if we do not vacate this park by this evening each of us will be cited. We do 
not wish to be unlawful, nor can we afford the fines that would be issued to us. We hope to come to a more 
holistic solution or agree to have longer discussion about this before that takes place. We hope to hear from you 
soon.

Personal Statements from Echo Park Lake Residents: 



Dear Mr. O’Farrell, 






My name is Jordan Tanner and I currently live in the unhoused community at Echo Park Lake. I have been 
unhoused for several months. I used to stay at a shelter called Athens, but one day they kicked everyone out 
and told us to go to Echo Park Lake. 

The community at Echo Park Lake is important to me because everyone else here is facing the same situation, 
and we all stick together and support each other as a community. 

Dear Mr. O’Farrell, 

My name is Jasmine Martinez, and I am currently an unhoused resident of Echo Park Lake. 1 have been here for 
a few months now. Shelters are not a solution and all of them become occupied quickly. There needs to be 
more permanent affordable housing. Fortunately for me I have a Section 8 voucher and am waiting for an 
apartment, but the landlords are very selective. 

Being here with the Echo Park community has had a positive effect on my life. It relieves the stress that I had 
trying to go through temporary shelter programs. 

Dear Mr. O’Farrell, 

My name is Lloyd Edward, and I currently reside in the unhoused community at Echo Park Lake. I’ve been on the 
streets of LA for two years. I’ve been trying to get housing for a very long time, and have applied for housing 
through the non profit People’s Concern. I’ve taken responsible steps to get proper housing and I am still 
waiting. I also have a sleep disorder, and need an electric outlet for a CPAT machine that helps me with this 
disorder. I have tried shelters but most have no beds available and others only let you stay for a week before 
kicking you out. 

I feel comfortable at Echo Park Lake and with the community we have here. We don’t do dangerous drugs like 
meth or heroin. We get along with everyone in the community, we don’t harass anyone, kids feel safe, adults 
feel safe, and I feel safe here. What else am I supposed to do while I wait for housing? 

When rangers and cops come here to harass and try to kick us out of here it really feels heartless and like a 
cheap short cut, not a real solution. 

Dear Mr. O’Farrell, 

My name is Bobby Ganey, and I live at Echo Park Lake. I became unhoused after a motorcycle accident five 
years ago, and have been fighting to get housing back ever since. I keep running into roadblocks. My plan is to 
get permanent housing. I don’t do drugs, and I dont smoke or drink. I have tried shelters but they are insecure 
and people have stolen my things there. I have been approved for housing and am on a wait list. Being 
displaced from Echo Park Lake would be a real set back for me as I continue to wait for housing.

Yolanda, 

The Planning Department analyzed the potential use of 123 S. Alvarado Blvd., a privately-owned site that currently houses 
Clinica Romero (see attached.) 

The location of the site qualifies it for significant incentives to develop affordable housing. 

Under the Transit-Oriented Communities Program, 123 affordable units would be allowed by-right with no parking 
requirements. The project would also be able to request three Additional Incentives such as 22 more feet in height, open 
space reductions, and/or yard setback reductions. 


A Qualified Supportive Housing Project could request unlimited density with no parking requirements. 








If the proposed development is under 150 units and includes more than 50% affordable 

housing, it would qualify for AB 35 Streamlining. The City would be required to approve the proposal within 90 days, and 
there would be no CEQA review. 

At the recommendation of Ulises Gonzalez of the Planning Department, we conferred with John Francia from LADBS 
regarding the concept of building housing over the existing clinic. Mr. Francia stated that LADBS never allows active 
construction above an occupied space. The clinic would need to be vacated during construction. 

Ulises further noted that If the site undergoes any significant change of use, such as adding housing, the existing clinic 
could lose any non-conforming rights to parking, and would need to apply for additional entitlements to comply with 
parking demand. 

If it is possible to relocate the clinic’s services during construction, and if a source of funds could be identified, an option 
would be to rebuild the clinic on the first or second floor of the new development and to accommodate clinic parking 
either at grade or underground.

SUBJECT: DUE DILIGENCE REQUEST - Affordable Housing Opportunity Site 


On October 22, 2019, the CAO requested the Department of City Planning to analyze the existing 
zoning requirements that pertain to a potential Affordable Housing Opportunity Site (AHOS), and to 
provide a synthesis of potential land use entitlements, and planning and zoning options for the 
development of permanent supportive housing or affordable housing. The site analyzed is detailed 
below:

Site Background 

The project site consists of four adjoining parcels all connected by the same APN. The lot is 
approximately 25,416 square feet with frontage along Alvarado Street and an alley to the north and to 
the west. Half the area of the alley is approximately 3,250 square feet. The land use designation is 
Highway Oriented Commercial within the Westlake Community Plan. The site is zoned C2-1 and 
located within a State Enterprise Zone. The property is abutting lots that are zoned R3-1. 

Existing Zoning Requirements 

The C2 zoning allows for a density of 1 unit for every 400 square feet of lot area which would yield 
71 units if half the area of the alley is included. The FAR is limited to a ratio of 1.5:1 and there is no 
height limit for a mixed use project that meets the definition of a Mixed Used Project (per LAMC 
13.09.B). Otherwise, a height limit of 45 feet applies due to the development standards of Mini 
Shopping Centers and Commercial Corner Development (12.22.A.23). The site does not have a front 
yard requirement. In addition, there are no side or rear yard requirements for commercial uses. The R4 
Zone yards (side and rear) requirements apply for the residential portions of the building. 
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By Right Development Options 


The Qualified Permanent Supportive Housing Ordinance, Density Bonus Ordinance, and the Transit 
Oriented Communities Program (TOC Program) are three programs that offer by right development 
scenarios. The site may utilize Tier 2 TOC incentives, which will allow for up to 116 dwelling units (60% 
density increase), an FAR increase to 3.25:1, and a parking reduction not to exceed 1 space per unit. In 
addition, a 100% affordable TOC Project can request a Tier bump to Tier 3 (70% density increase), 
which will allow for up to 123 units, an FAR increase to 3:75: 1, and obtain a zero parking allowance. A 
Qualified Permeant Supportive Housing project can request unlimited density with no parking spaces 
shall be required for the units restricted to the target population. Projects may request 5 additional 
incentives. 

Potential Entitlements 

Density Bonus with On-Menu Incentives (Decision Maker: Director of Planning) 

The Density Bonus Program would allow a density increase of 35% for a total of 98 units and modest 
reductions to parking. Through an entitlement, an applicant may request three additional incentives 
such as an additional story of up to 11 more feet in height, an FAR increase, an open space reduction, 
and/or yard setback reductions. The parking reductions of AB 744 would only require 0.3 auto parking 
spaces per PSH unit. 

Density Bonus with Off-Menu Incentives and a Conditional Use Permit to exceed a 35% Density 
Increase (Decision Maker: City Planning Commission) 

A Density Bonus with off-menu incentives would allow a complete waiver of a development 
requirement. For example, an applicant can request deviations from any development regulations 
through this process, such as an open space reduction greater than 20%. Through the Conditional Use 
Permit, the site may also request more than a 35% increase to density. 

Transit Oriented Communities with Additional Incentives (Decision Maker: Director of Planning) 

The site is located in an area that would qualify a project for Tier 2 incentives of the TOC Program, but 
a 100% affordable project would be allowed to utilize the Tier 3 incentives. For a 100% affordable 
project, the TOC Program would allow a density increase of 70% for a total of 123 units. The parking 
requirements would also be eliminated for all units. The project would also be able to request three 
Additional Incentives such as 22 more feet in height, open space reductions, and/or yard setback 
reductions. 

Streamlining Options 

SB 35 

An applicant requesting SB 35 Streamlining would be able to have their entitlement reviewed and 
approved much faster. Under SB 35 Streamlining, a project with 150 units or less would have to be 
approved within 90 days. Another benefit is that no parking would be required for the residential 
component of the project as long as the project is located within one-half mile of public transit, which it 
is. Lastly, the SB 35 Streamlining process also means the project is ministerial which removes the 
requirement for CEQA review. There are many requirements for a project to be able to request SB 35 
Streamlining. These requirements include, but are not limited to, the following criteria:

1) The development must be multifamily housing. 

2) At least two-thirds of the square footage of the development shall be designated for residential use. 

3) The development must be consistent with all objective zoning standards in effect at the time of filing. 

4) The site of the development must not be in an environmentally sensitive area such as a Coastal 
Zone. 

5) A minimum of 50% of the total units in the development must be affordable. 

6) The development must comply with a number labor provisions such as prevailing wages. 

Any of the entitlement options listed above can be paired with SB 35 Streamlining. 


AB 2162 

An applicant requesting AB 2162 Streamlining would be able to have their entitlement reviewed and 
approved much faster. Under AB 2162 Streamlining, a project with 50 units or less would have to be 
approved within 90 days. Another benefit is that no parking would be required for the PSH units in the 
project as long as the project is within one-half mile of a public transit stop, which it is. Lastly, the AB 
2162 Streamlining process also means the project is ministerial which removes the requirement for 
CEQA review. There are many requirements for a project to be able to request AB 2162 Streamlining. 
These requirements include, but are not limited to, the following criteria: 

1) Units have to be restricted affordable for 55 years. 

2) 100% of the units, excluding any manager’s units, must be affordable. 

3) At least 25% of the units or 12 units, whichever is greater, must be for supportive housing residents. 

4) The developer must provide the Planning Department with a Supportive Services Plan. 

5) At least 3% of the total nonresidential floor area must be for onsite supportive services. 

6) RSO units demolished for the project must be replaced consistent with Density Bonus Law. 

7) All units, excluding the manager’s units, must include a bathroom and kitchen or other cooking 
facilities. 

Only the Density Bonus Program can be paired with AB 2162 Streamlining. 

Other potential regulatory barriers 

The site may potentially lose any non-conforming rights to parking and may require additional 
entitlements to comply with parking demand beyond those that have been acknowledged in this memo.

Dear Councilman Cedillo, O'Farrell and teams. 

I'm writing as an eight-year resident of Angeleno Heights, Every day I walk around 
Echo Park lake and I’m shocked to continue to see our law enforcement not take action 
in enforcing our city codes related to homeless encampments. Over the last few 
months I’ve watched the tents grow from a handful to, just today, over 20. It’s simply 
out of control and I expect better from our city. I understand our state has a severe 
homelessness crisis, however, to allow one of the city's few park areas to become an 
encampment is not acceptable. Last year I spent several months trying to help a 
homeless man, Kirk. Kirk took up residence on Kensington Road in front of residential 
houses on the sidewalk and refused city services and shelter. Over the course; of these 
months he built an encampment 15+ feet long and 3 feet high on our residential street- 
He became increasingly distraught, unstable and a safety concern for our 
neighborhood. After about 4 months the city took down his encampment and he moved 
on. 

With each day, more tents appear in Echo Park along the lake, and with it drugs, 
garbage and bulky items across the park and in the streets creating a public health 
hazard. _Ldo np_t feel safe walkin g in this public park now . Encampments continue* to 
appear in the bushes along the 101 freeway and Bellevue as well. I don't even know 
where to begin about Glendale Ave. between the 101 and 2 freeways. 

I know there's not an easy solution for our homelessness crisis, but I ask your help in. 
enforcing the following LA City codes in Echo Park which state that: 1) Having a tent up 
on a street, sidewalk, or other public area is illegal from 6am to 9pm, unless it is raining 
or below 50 degrees and 2) It is iflegal to maintain any large items that cannot fit into a 
60 gallon container.

There are (6) total at the location and tire dimensions are 40' x 8'. If the parking blocks and meters were removed at 
the DOT lot on Glendale Blvd there would be just enough room to have them 3 wide in two sections. With the doors 
facing each other, there should be room for 2 parking spaces on one end. A total of (32) 65-gallon storage bins can be 
placed inside each conex box with 2 rows of 16.

See the attached picture of the location at the Parker Center which I believe are the conex storage boxes you referenced. There 
are (6) total at the location and the dimensions are 40' x 8'. If the parking blocks and meters were removed at the DOT lot on 
Glendale Blvd there would be just enough room to have them 3 wide in two sections. With the doors facing each other, there 
should be room for 2 parking spaces on one end.

“Capri not only has the leadership experience necessary to excel in this role, but also the temperament and the unyielding desire for justice 
that the leader of our Department of Civil and Human Rights should have,” said Councilmember Herb Wesson. “With Capri at the helm of this 
new department, I know we will hit the ground running from Day 1. She does not know how to fail." 

“I am looking forward to working with Capri as the leader moving the agenda of the Los Angeles Department of Civil and Human Rights," said 
Councilmember Gil Cedillo. “Establishing this department to address discrimination in this city was one of my top priorities. I am confident that 
Capri will provide excellent leadership in these times of hate and intolerance that we must end.” 

“Capri Maddox has served in many roles at various levels of government, and we’re fortunate to have her in this new position,” said

l write to express my grave concern regarding reports that Verity Health System intends to 
imminently close St. Vincent Medical Center in Los Angeles. The closure of St. Vincent, a 
saffety-net hospital serving lowrinepme communities, will not only have a profound effect on 
patients but workers and the entire city. I urge you to reverse course and work with city, state, 
and federal government officials to ensure that St. Vincent can keep its doors open. 

As the oldest hospital in Los Angeles, St. Vincent Medical Center has long served some of our 
most vulnerable neighbors, including seniors, low-income families, and homeless individuals, 
and plays an essential role in providing care to residents of Westlake, Koreatown, and other 
nearby areas. Its closure would leave a significant gap in Los Angeles’ healthcare safety net, 
limiting patients’ access to care. In addition, there are approximately 1,099 employees at the 
hospital.

The 
program, which is free for qualifying LADWP customers, 
provides services by certified, professional heating, 
ventilation, and air conditioning (HVAC) technicians from 
approved, licensed contractors to analyze cooling 
systems and provide basic maintenance and efficiency 
services. In November 2019, the program created an 
estimated annual energy savings of 1.022.133 kWh, 
which is equivalent to avoiding 356 metric tons of 002 
emissions, taking 77 cars from the road annually and 
offsetting energy for 170 homes. 

'OUTDOOR AREA LIGHTING. 

LADWP’s GutdoorArea Lighting Group in the.Power 
System installs outdoor lighting on power poles and 
streetlights to add much needed perimeter lighting for 
schools, homes, and businesses. This is a popular 
service that enhances safety in communities. The 
program began in the late 1990s and has since installed 
more than 21,000 outdoor lights. As part of this service, 
the team will inspect the requestor’s property and will 
install outdoor area lighting (OAL) with energy efficient 
LED lights either on existing LADWP wooden power 
poles or on the Bureau of Street Lighting’s steel and 
concrete lampposts. Installation, maintenance, and 
electricity are included for a low monthly cost. In the 
month of November, the group replaced 41 overhead 
services, installed 37 OALs and 40 LED utilitarian lights 
and repaired 379 units.

There are people in the Echo Park area who will 
be more likely to take an interim bed if they have a place to put their belongings. 

• When are you hoping to put in the motion and get the money moving? We need to confirm the budget ask with 
LAHSA, and we want to make sure that First to Serve is named as the provider (and contracting gets moving at 
LAHSA!). 

• 1 conducted outreach this morning in the park with The People Concern. I met many people sleeping in the park. 
They are homeless. They are not activists, but they have certainly been inaccurately empowered to take a stand in the 
park by die activists. They are people getting IDs, people matched to permanent supportive housing, people 
connected to DMH, people actively working toward housing with the outreach teams.

Subject: 20+ Tents today - Echo Park Lake 

Dear Councilman CecJillo, O'Farrell and teams, 

I'm writing as an eight-year resident of Angeleno Heights. Every day I walk around Echo Park lake 
and I'm shocked to continue to see our law enforcement not take action in enforcing our city codes 
related to homeless encampments. Over the last few months I've watched the tents grow from a 
handful to, just today, over 20. It's simply out of control and I expect better from our city. I 
understand our state has a severe homelessness crisis, however, to allow one of the city's few park 
areas to become an encampment is not acceptable. Last year I spent several months trying to help 
a homeless man, Kirk. Kirk took up residence on Kensington Road in front of residential houses on 
the sidewalk and refused city services and shelter. Over the course of these months he built an 
encampment 15+ feet long and 3 feet high on our residential street. He became increasingly 
distraught, unstable and a safety concern for our neighborhood. After about 4 months the city took 
down his encampment and he moved on. 

With each day, more tents appear in Echo Park along the lake, and with it drugs, garbage and bulky 
items across the park and in the streets creating a public health hazard. I do not feel safe walking in 
this public park now . Encampments continue to appear in the bushes along the 101 freeway and 
Bellevue as well. I don't even know where to begin about Glendale Ave. between the 101 and 2 
freeways. 

I know there's not an easy solution for our homelessness crisis, but I ask your help in enforcing the 
following LA City codes in Echo Park which state that: 1) Having a tent up on a street, sidewalk, or 
other public area is illegal from 6am to 9pm, unless it is raining or below 50 degrees and 2) It is 
illegal to maintain any large items that cannot fit into a 60 gallon container. 

I am at your service to help as a concerned resident.

See the attached picture of the location at the Parker Center which I believe are the conex storage boxes you 
referenced. There are (6) total at the location and the dimensions are 40' x 8'. If the parking blocks and meters 
were removed at the DOT lot on Glendale Blvd there would be just enough room to have them 3 wide in two 
sections. With the doors facing each other, there should be room for 2 parking spaces on one end. A total of (32) 
65-gallon storage bins can be placed inside each conex box with 2 rows of 16. This would leave plenty of room 
between the 65 gallon bins (image attached of the bins).

referenced. There are (6) total at the location and the dimensions are 40' x 8'. If the parking blocks and 
meters were removed at the DOT lot on Glendale Blvd there would be just enough room to have them 3 
wide in two sections. With the doors facing each other, there should be room for 2 parking spaces on one 
end. A total of (32) 65-gallon storage bins can be placed inside each conex box with 2 rows of 16. This 
would leave plenty of room between the 65 gallon bins (image attached of the bins).

See the attached picture of the location at the Parker Center which I believe are the conex storage boxes you 
referenced. There are (6) total at the location and the dimensions are 40' x 8'. If the parking blocks and meters 
were removed at the DOT lot on Glendale Blvd there would be just enough room to have them 3 wide in two 
sections. With the doors facing each other, there should be room for 2 parking spaces on one end. A total of (32) 
65-gallon storage bins can be placed inside each conex box with 2 rows of 16. This would leave plenty of room 
between the 65 gallon bins (image attached of the bins).

See the attached picture of the location at the Parker Center which I believe are the conex storage boxes you 
referenced. There are (6) total at the location and the dimensions are 40' x 8'. If the parking blocks and meters 
were removed at the DOT lot on Glendale Blvd there would be just enough room to have them 3 wide in two 
sections. With the doors facing each other, there should be room for 2 parking spaces on one end. A total of (32) 
65-gallon storage bins can be placed inside each conex box with 2 rows of 16. This would leave plenty of room 
between the 65 gallon bins (image attached of the bins).

In March 2019, the City Council and the Mayor declared an ongoing shelter crisis in the City of 


Los Angeles, According to the 2019 Greater Los Angeles Homeless Point in Time: Count released by 
the Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority (LAHSA), 36,165 homeless individuals reside in the City, 
27,;22.1 of whom ere unsheltered. To: respond to this crisis.and the immediate need for .shelter, the 
Mayor and Council allocated, $.3.9 million in the; Fiscal Year (FY) 2018-19 end 2019-20 Budgets to:, 
establish temporary crisis and bridge housing facilities, with the goal of adding 50 to 100 new beds, per 
Council District. In addition, $54 million has been committed within the City of Los Angeles’ Homeless 
Emergency Aid Program (HEAP) allocation and $50.4 million has been reserved in the City’s pending 
Homeless, Housing, Assistance, and Planning (HHAP) Program allocation from the State of California 
to construct and operate A Bridge Home sites. 

Since November 2018, the Young Women’s Christian Association (YWCA) has collaborated with 
the City to establish and operate bridge housing for women at 1215; Lodi: Place in Council District; 13, 
The site currently includes 64 beds and is in the process of expanding to add 60 additional beds: 30for 


transition age youth (TAY) and 30 for adult women. 

On December 11, 2019, the City Council adopted the recommendations from: the Municipal 
Facilities Committee authorizing the Department of General Cervices - Heal Estate Services (G8D- 
RES) with the assistance of the City Attorney, to negotiate and execute a new lease between the: City 
(as tenant) and YWCA (as landlord) for the YWCA Property located at 1215 N. Lodi Place to be used 
as bridge housing as part of the A Bridge Home program and determined the project is statutorily 
exempt from the provisions of the CalifbrniarEnvirQiimental Quality Act (CEQA), 

In order to establish additional bridge housing beds and maintain, the existing beds at this site, 
funds in the amount of $3,507,782.87 are needed to support leasing costs for 3 years; The City of Los 
Angeles expects to receive $117,562,500 from the State of California Homeless Housing, Assistance, 
and Prevention Program (HHAP) grant; however, these funds are not anticipated to be available until 
March 2020. The State of California Business, Consumer Services, and Housing Agency, the agency 
that administers HHAP, has confirmed that pre*award capital costs may be reimbursed with HHAP. A, 
Reserve Fund loan is needed to ensure that establishment of the additional bridge housing beds within 


1218 Lodi Place is not delayed. This loan will be repaid upon receipt of the City’s HHAP allocation. 


Additionally, an appropriation 'of $39,190.37 from the Capital Improvements Expenditure 
Program (CIEP) to the Department of Disability’s (DOD) budgetary account is needed for the installation 
of wheelchair lift to make the crisis and bridge housing facility accessible to persons with disabilities 
and in compliance with the Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) regulations.

On January 29, 2020, while providing services on John Street a woman came running up to CARE PLUS shower 
truck #3 yelling that there's a dead body someone call 911. Supervisor Frank DeLeo ran over to the location 
where the women stated that there was a body laid out. Upon me arriving, I observed a man laid out on tire 
ground unconscious. I immediately dialed 911 while another homeless individual, later identified as AKA 
"Gypsy" was attempting to perform CPR. Mobile Coordinator Desiree Sandoval came running to us and 
seen that he was unconscious, his lips and ears were blue as it was apparent to us that he had overdosed. She 
immediately ran back to her car, grabbed a metered Narcan and came back administering two doses through 
his nostrils. 1 continued to observe the man performing CPR as he was performing it correctly. As 1 was on 
the phone with the 911 operator, they were giving us instructions over the phone. Another homeless 
individual approached us with another narcan as we seen that the first one wasn't enough. Mobile 
Coordinator Desiree administered the second blast as we noticed that the color started coming back to his 
face. He started to open his eyes and he 

started to breathe at that time the paramedics showed up at the scene. Mobile Coordinator Nicole Secundino watched 
the truck and still provided services on her own while her team handled business. We immediately moved out 
of the way and let them continue working on the guy and he was able to get up on his own and we walked 
away and went back to die truck to provide services and allow paramedics to do dieir job. Fire Station #6 and 
#20 were the first responders to arrive.

SUB JECT: Transfer of Floor Area Rights Public Benefit Payment Trust Fund Distribution 

SUMMARY 

As of March 22, 2018, the Department of City Planning reported that there is approximately 
$16.7 million, including S317,361 in accumulated interest, available in the Transfer of Floor 
Area Rights Public Benefit Payment Trust Fund (Trust Fund). The amount is a result of Transfer 
Payments and Public Benefit Payments received from 12 Planning Cases that are using Transfer 
of Floor Area Rights (TEAR) in the Central City Community Plan area of Downtown Los 
Angeles. Funds held in the Trust Fund are to be allocated toward projects or programs that serve 
a public purpose and are in accordance with Section 14.5.9 of the Los Angeles Municipal Code. 

On April 19,2018, the ChiefLegislative Analyst (CLA) presented a report (CLA Report ) to the 
TFAR Public Benefits Trust Fund Committee (Committee), dated April 18, 2018, that, among 
other tilings, provided recommendations for the distribution and allocation of monies held in the 
Trust Fund. Following deliberation on the report, the Committee approved a distribution formula 
for the funds available in the Trust Fund and requested that the CLA work with Council District 
offices eligible to use these funds to inform a follow-up report that identifies specific projects 
toward which the TFAR funds would be allocated, pending eligibility. This report serves to 
summarize the funding requests of the eligible Council District offices. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

That the Committee recommend to the City Council, subject to the approval of the Mayor: 

1, APPROVE the 31 projects/programs listed in the “Proposed TFAR Projects by 
Council District” document, attached to this report (Attachment A), as 
recommended by the Transfer of Floor Area Rights (TF AR) Committee, for a 
total amount of $13,885,125 from the TFAR Public Benefit Payment Trust Fund 
(Trust Fund) along with an additional $819,356 lo the City of Los Angeles 
Department of City Planning for administrative costs related to the City's TFAR 
Program. 

2.. INSTRUCT the.Chief Legislative Analyst, with the assistance of City Planning, to 

report to the Council with the above recommendation on the funding of these 
projects/programs from the TFAR Public Benefit Payment Trust Fund.

BACKGROUND 

On March 22, 2018, the Department of City Planning (City Planning) presented a report dated 
March 15, 2018, to the Committee that provided an accounting of the amount of funds currently 
available in the Trust Fund, City Planning reported that there have been 12 Planning Cases that 
were required to make a Transfer Payment and/or Public Benefit Payment to the Trust Fund as a 
result of using TFAR in the Central City Community Plan Area. The total amount received from 
the 12 Planning Cases is 816,387,118. There is also approximately $317,361 in accumulated; 
interested in the Trust Fund increasing unallocated funds available to $16,704,479. 

Subsequent to City Planning’s report, the Committee instructed the CLA to provide 
recommendations for the distribution and allocation of monies held in the Trust Fund. 

Suggested Distribution of TFAR Funds 

On April 19, 2018, the CLA presented the CLA Report dated April 18,2018, to the Trust Fund 
Committee that, among other things, provided recommendations for the distribution and 
allocation of monies held in the Trust Fund. In regard to a new distribution of funds per Council 
District, staff first deducted an administration budget for City Planning along with a contribution 
to a Citywide project or program. The CLA Report recommended that 5 percent, or $819,356, be 
set aside for City Planning's administration budget (Attachment B), and that $2,000,000 be set 
aside for a Citywide project or program. After removing those two amounts from the total 
deposits received and adding in the accumulated interest of the Trust Fund, a balance of 
$ 13,885,125 remains to be distributed among the participating Council Districts. The CLA 
Report provided the following recommended; distribution of funds:

On April 19,2018, the CLA Report was approved by the Committee, which then requested that 
the CLA work with the eligible Council District offices to provide a follow-up report that 
identifies specific eligible projects toward which the TEAR funds would be allocated. 

Reprogramming of Previous Allocation - Santee Green Alley Network 

On October 16,2014, the CLA released a report (CLA 2014 Report) to the Committee: that 
provided recommendations for the distribution of monies held in the Trust Fund. Among the 
CLA 2014 Report’s recommendations was the allocation of $1,566,548 towards the Santee 
Green Alley Network, which would transform alleyways into open space networks with greenery 
and community garden components that provide safer and more efficient pedestrian walkways. 
The project was approved for funding through allocations from three separate TFAR Planning 
Cases: 1340 Figueroa St., for $233,357,1500 Figueroa St., for $382,988, and 930 Wilshire Blvd. 
(Wilshire Gand), for $950,203. 

A Green Alley Network requires the consent of adjacent property owners in order to facilitate the 
program. Though the program was approved for Trust Fund funding, certain adjacent property 
owners would not consent to the program, and the Santee Green Alley Network failed to move 
forward as proposed. Counciimember Price is proposing that the funding be moved to a similar 
program, the Quincy Jones Green Alley Network, located near Quincy Jones Elementary School 
at 900 E. 33 rd Street, However, this hew location falls outside of the Wilshire Grand Planning 
Case but is still captured by the two-mile radii of the other two Planning Cases. 

In order to properly fund the Quincy Jones Green Alley Network project, the Santee Green Alley 
Network project’s 2014 allocation of $950,203 from the Wilshire Grand Planning Case should be 
reallocated from a different, eligible Planning Case, This report recommends that the new funds 
be drawn out of 1133 Hope St., also known as Planning Case 7. The funds allocated from the 
Wilshire Grand Planning Case in 2014 should be returned to their original Planning Case, and 
made available to fund other projects within the two-mile radius of eligibility. This would result 
in the creation of a 13 th Planning Case from which proposed projects could draw funds. These 
Planning Cases are outlined in the “Current TFAR Public Benefit Trust fund Balance,” as 
attached to this report (Attachment; C). This funding has been allocated to Council District !4's 
proposed “Pershing Square Improvements” project, as listed below. 

PROPOSED TFAR PROJECTS 
Project Eligibility 

Deposits held in the Trust Fund are to be disbursed by Mayor and City Council approval, and in 
accordance with Section 5.416 of the Los Angeles Administrati ve Code as follows: 

1) After receipt of non-binding recommendations by the TEAR Trust Fund 
Committee; 

2) Within five years after receipt of such funds; and 

3) For use on projects or programs providing a Public Benefit as set forth in Section 
14.5.9 of the Los Angeles Municipal Code (LAMC). 
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A project or program utilizing TFAR Trust Funds may serve a Public Benefit by providing for 
affordable housing; public open space; historic preservation; recreational, cultural, community 
and public; facilities; job training and outreach programs; affordable child care; streetscape 
improvements; public arts programs; homeless services programs; or public transportation 
improvements. Furthermore, the Trust Fund payment received by an individual Planning Case 
must be used toward eligible projects or programs that reside within a two-mile radius of the 
location where the TFAR is being used, which is defined as the Receiver Site, 

The Planning Department has provided the Committee with analysis that identifies portions of 
Council Districts 1, 8. 9 , 10,13, and 14 as eligible to receive these funds. 

Proposed Projects - Council Districts 

The following projects have been proposed by Council Districts to receive TFAR Trust Funds. 
The projects have been assessed by the CLA ana City Planning in order to establish eligibility. 

All proposed projects reside within at least one of the two-mile radi i of a Receiver Site, and have 
been evaluated to serve a Public Benefit, as listed. A summary of these proposed projects is also 
available in the “Proposed TFAR Projects by Council District,” as attached to this report 
(Attachment A), and maps of the proposed projects, broken down by Council District, are 
available as Attachments D, E, F. H, I, and J, as attached to this report.

CONDITIONS OF APPROVAL 

1. Site Plan. Except as modified herein, the project shall be in substantial conformance with 
the plans and materials submitted by the Applicant, stamped "Exhibit A,” and attached to 
the subject case file. No change to the plans will be made without prior review by the 
Department of City Planning, Central Project Planning Division, and written approval by the 
Director of Planning. Each change shall be identified and justified in writing. Minor deviations 
may be allowed in order to comply with the provision of the Municipal Code, the project 
conditions, or the project permit authorization. 

2. Front Fagade. The front fagade of the structure and the installation of new windows shall 
substantially conform to Sheet A-1.41 of Exhibit “A”. New windows shall be 4 feet by 4 feet,

3. Final Plans. Prior to the issuance of any building permits for the Project by the Department 
of Building and Safety, the applicant shall submit all final construction plans that are awaiting 
issuance of a building permit by the Department of Building and Safety for final review and 
approval by the Department of City Planning. All plans that are awaiting issuance of a 
building permit by the Department of Building and Safety shall be stamped by Department 
of City Planning staff “Plans Approved”. A copy of the Final Plans, supplied by the applicant, 
shall be retained in the subject case file. 

4. Notations on Plans. Plans submitted to the Department of Building and Safety, for the 
purpose of processing a building permit application shall include all of the Conditions of 
Approval herein attached as a cover sheet, and shall include ansf modifications or nbtertioba 
required harein, 

5. Approval, Verification and Submittals. Copies of any approvals, guarantees or 
verification of consultations, review of approval, plans, etc., as may be required by the 
subject conditions, shall be provided to the Department of City Planning prior to clearance 
of any building permits, for placement in the subject file. 

6. Code Compliance. Use, area, height, and yard regulations of the zone classification of the 
subject property shall be complied with, except where granted conditions differ herein. 

7. Department of Building and Safety. The granting of this determination by the Director of 
Planning does not in any way indicate full compliance with applicable provisions of the Los 
Angeles Municipal Code Chapter IX (Building Code). Any corrections and/or modifications 
to plans made subsequent to this determination by a Department of Building and Safety 
Plan Check Engineer that affect any part of the exterior design or appearance of the project 
as approved by the Director, and which are deemed necessary by the Department of 
Building and Safety for Building Code compliance, shall require a referral of the revised 
plans back to the Department of City Planning for additional review and sign-off prior to the 
issuance of any permit in connection with those plans.

(i) Defend, indemnify and hold harmless the City from any and all actions against the 
City relating to or arising out of, in whole or in part, the City’s processing and 
approval of this entitlement, including but not limited to . an action to attack, 
challenge, set aside, void, or otherwise modify or annul the approval of the 
entitlement, the environmental review of the entitlement, or the approval of 
subsequent permit decisions, or to ciaim personal property damage, including from 
inverse condemnation of any other constitutional claim. 

(ii) . Reimburse the City for any and all costs incurred in defense of an action related to 

or arising out of, in whole or in part, the City’s processing and approval of the 
entitlement, including but not limited to payment of all court costs and attorney’s 
fees, costs of any judgments or awards against the City (including an award of 
attorney’s fees), damages, and/or settlement costs. 

(iii) Submit an initial deposit for the City’s litigation costs to the City within 10 days’ 
notice of the City tendering defense to the Applicant and requesting a deposit. The 
initial deposit shall be in an amount set by the City Attorney's Office, in its sole 
discretion, based on the nature and scope of action, but in no event shall the initial 
deposit be less than $50,000. The City’s failure to notice or collect the deposit does 
not relieve the Applicant from responsibility to reimburse the City pursuant to the 
requirement in paragraph (ii). 

(iv) Submit supplemental deposits upon notice by the City. Supplemental deposits may 
be required in an increased amount from the initial deposit if found necessary by 
the City to protect the City's interests. The City’s failure to notice or collect the 
deposit does not relieve the Applicant from responsibility to reimburse the City 
pursuant to the requirement in paragraph (ii). 

(v) If the City determines it necessary to protect the City's interest, execute an 
indemnity and reimbursement agreement with the City under terms consistent with 
the requirements of this condition. 

The City shall notify the applicant within a reasonable period of time of its receipt of any 
action and the City shall cooperate in the defense. If the City fails to notify the applicant of 
any claim, action, or proceeding in a reasonable time, or if the City fails to reasonably 
cooperate in the defense, the applicant shall not thereafter be responsible to defend, 
indemnify or hold harmless the City. 

The City shall have the sole right to choose its counsel, including the City Attorney’s office 
or outside counsel. At its sole discretion, the City may participate at its own expense in 
the defense of any action, but such participation shall not relieve the applicant of any 
obligation imposed by this condition. In the event the Applicant fails to comply with this 
condition, in whole or in part, the City may withdraw its defense of the action, void its 
approval of the entitlement, or take any other action. The City retains the 
right to make all decisions with respect to its representations in any legal proceeding, 
including its inherent right to abandon or settle litigation.

PROJECT BACKGROUND 

The applicant is requesting a Design Overlay Plan Approval with the Echo Park Community 
Design Overlay (CDO) for exterior improvements to the ground floor fagade of an existing six- 
story parking structure with 542 parking spaces and ground floor assembly space that include the 
removal of concrete wall panels and a glass storefront entrance and the installation of six (6) new 
windows that are 4 feet by 4 feet. 

The subject site is a flat, rectangular shaped property consisting of three lots that contain 27,445.9 
square feet of lot area. The subject site has frontage of approximately 251 feet on the easterly 
side of Glendale Boulevard. The site has a depth of 117 feet along the northern property line, and 
102 feet along the southern property line. The subject site is developed with a six-story parking 
structure that includes 542 parking spaces and a 16,787 square-foot assembly room on the first 
floor. The subject site and existing six-story parking structure are associated with the adjacent 
Angelus Temple the International Church of the Foursquare Gospel. 

The site is zoned C2-1L-CDO and designated as Community Commercial in the Silver Lake-Echo 
Park-Elysian Valley Community Plan. The site is located within the Echo Park Community Design 
Overlay District and a Special Grading Area. Adjacent properties are developed with a mix of 
office, commercial, residential and institutional uses. The properties to the north are zoned C2- 
1L-DDO and developed with a City of Los Angeles surface parking Sot, a two-story tattoo shop, 
and a four-story mixed-use building. The property to the south is zoned C2-1L-CDQ and 
developed with the Angelus Temple the International Church of the Foursquare Gospel, which 
contains three separate structures that range in height from two- to five-stories. The properties to 
the east are zoned R4-1VL-CDO and developed with two-story multi-family residential structures, 
a driveway entrance to the subject parking structure, and the El Centro Del Pueblo Community 
Sports Center. The property to the west, across Glendale Boulevard, is zoned C2-1 L-CDO and 
developed with a 10-story office building and associated surface parking lot. 

COMMUNITY DESIGN OVERLAY FINDINGS 

1, The Project substantially complies with the adopted Community Design Overlay 
tiitidelmes and Standards. 

Section 6 Commercial Properties Rehabilitation Guidelines and Standards 

Guideline 1: Commercial Properties in Echo Park were built as neighborhood commercial in 
the early 2(P' century at a pedestrian scale served by the streetcar in an effort to allow easy 
access and walkability. As such, the period architecture is characterized by generous 
transparency and articulation to promote visual interest. 

The project’s proposed exterior improvements to remove portions of the solid building wall 
and one storefront entrance and install six (6) new windows increases the building’s ground 
floor transparency making it more pedestrian orientated. Furthermore, the installation of the 
new windows will contribute to the building's articulation and visual interest. The proposed 
new windows are the same size and shape as the concrete walls panels that are being 
removed. The placement and fenestration of the new windows are compatible with the 
existing structure and complement the ground floor facade. Therefore, the project complies 
with Section 6, Guideline 1 of the Echo Park CDO. 

Projects identified as Architectural Resources in Appendix D are subject to the Secretary of 
Interior’s Standards for Rehabilitation of Histone Buildings, using Design Standards la 
through 1g: 
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Design Standard la : The original appearance of publicly visible facades shall be preserved. 
The removal of original materials or alteration of features and spaces that characterize a 
property shall be avoided. 

Design Standard 1b : Deteriorated original features shall be repaired rather than replaced. 
Where the severity of deterioration requires replacement of a distinctive feature, the new 
feature shall match the old in design, color, texture, and other visual qualities and, where 
possible, materials. 

Design Standard 1c : Replacement elements shall match the original materials, design and 
finish as closely as possible. 

Design Standard Id : Changes that create a false sense of historical development, such as 
adding conjectural features or architectural elements form other buildings, shall not be 
undertaken: 

Design Standard 1e : Distinctive features, finishes, and construction techniques or examples 
of craftsmanship that characterize a property shall be preserved. 

Design Standard If : New additions shall be designed to be compatible with the massing, 
size, scale and architectural features of a structure or site, while clearly reflecting the modern 
origin of the addition. Additions shall be designed to preserve the significant original fabric 
of structures or sites. 

Design Standard 1o : Chemical or physical treatments, such as sandblasting, that cause 
damage to materials shall not be used. The surface cleaning of structures, if appropriate, 
shall be undertaken using the gentlest means possible. 

The properties at 1132 and 1136 Glendale Boulevard are identified as Architectural 
Resources in Appendix D of the Echo Park CDO. However, the structures identified in 
Appendix D were demolished prior to the effective date of the Echo Park CDO under Permit 
Application Nos. 07019-10000-00832 (1132 North Glendale Boulevard) and 06019-10000- 
03254 (1136-1138 North Glendale Boulevard) issued on May 6, 2009 in order to construct 
the six-story parking structure with roof deck parking for 542 parking spaces and 16,787 
square feet of assembly room at the first floor under Permit Application No. 07010-10000- 
02772 issued on November 24, 2010. Since the structures identified in Appendix D located 
at 1132 and 1136 North Glendale Boulevard were demolished and the six-story parking 
structure constructed in 2010 was not identified in Appendix D, the project is not subject to 
Design Standards la through 1g. 

2, The structures, site plan and landscaping are harmonious in scale and design with 
existing development and any culturali scenic or environmental resources adjacent 
to the site and the vicinity. 

The project includes exterior improvements to the ground floor fagade to remove portions of 
the solid concrete wall and one storefront entrance and to install six new windows that are 
4 feet by 4 feet. The ground floor facade is designed to provide visual interest, pedestrian 
orientation and accessibility from Glendale Boulevard. The proposed exterior improvements 
will be harmonious in scale and design with the existing parking structure and surrounding 
properties. The project conforms to all applicable Guidelines and Standards of the Echo 
Park CDO. In addition, the project has no impact on any cultural or scenic resources either 
on site, adjacent to the site, or in the vicinity. 
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The Director of Planning has determined that the project is exempt from CEQA pursuant to 
CEQA Guidelines, Section 15301, Class 1 because the project consists of the operation, 
repair, maintenance, permitting, leasing, licensing, or minor alteration of existing public or 
private structures, facilities, mechanical equipment, or topographical features, involving 
negligible or no expansion of use beyond that existing at the time of the lead agency’s 
determination. There is no substantial evidence demonstrating that an exception to a 
categorical exception pursuant to GEQA Guidelines, Section 15300.2 applies. 
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OBSERVANCE OF CONDITIONS - TIME LIMIT - LAPSE OF PRIVILEGES 

Ail terms and conditions of the Director’s Determination shall be fulfilled before the use may be 
established. The instant authorization is further conditioned upon the privileges being utilized 
within three years after the effective date of this determination and, if such privileges are not 
utilized, building permits are not issued, or substantial physical construction work is not begun 
within said time and carried on diligently so that building permits do not lapse, the authorization 
shall terminate and become void. 

TRANSFERABILITY 

This determination runs with the land, in the event the property is to be sold, leased, rented or 
occupied by any person or corporation other than yourself, it is incumbent that you advise them 
regarding the conditions of this grant. If any portion of this approval is utilized, then ail other 
conditions and requirements set forth herein become immediately operative and must be strictly 
observed. 

VIOLATIONS OF THESE CONDITIONS, A MISDEMEANOR 

Section 11.00 of the LAMC states in part (m); “It shall be unlawful for any person to violate any 
provision or fail to comply with any of the requirements of this Code. Any person violating any of 
the provisions or failing to comply with any of the mandatory requirements of this Code shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor unless that violation or failure is declared in that section to be an 
infraction. An infraction shall be tried and be punishable as provided in Section 19.6 Of the Penal 
Code and the provisions of this section. Any violation of this Code that is designated as a 
misdemeanor may be charged by the City Attorney as either a misdemeanor or an infraction. 

Eyery Violation ofthis determination is punishable as a misdemeanor unless provision is otherwise 
made, and shall be punishable by a fine of not more than $1,000 or by imprisonment in the County 
Jail for a period of not more than six months, or by both a fine and imprisonment." 

APPEAL PERIOD - EFFECTIVE DATE 

The applicant's attention is called to the fact that this grant is not a permit or license and that any 
permits and licenses required by law must be obtained from the proper public agency. 
Furthermore, if any condition of this grant is violated or not complied with, then the applicant or 
his successor in interest may be prosecuted for violating these conditions the same as for any 
violation of the requirements contained in the Municipal Code, or the approval may be revoked. 

The Determination in this matter will become effective and final fifteen (IS) days after the 
date of mailing of the Notice of Director’s Determination unless an appeal there from is filed 
with the City Planning Department. It is strongly advised that appeals be filed early during the 
appeal period and in person so that imperfections/incompleteness may be corrected before the 
appeal period expires. Any appeal must be filed on the prescribed forms, accompanied by the 
required fee, a copy of this Determination, and received and receipted at a public office of the 
Department of City Planning on or before the above date or the appeal will not be accepted.
